Today a respectful 
body

raises the question whether man, in his 
domination of nature, has not merely be­ 
come the victim of the elaborate machin­ 
ery he has devised. 
It is a commonplace 
cf such views that the world’s moral and 
intellectual progress has failed to keep 
pace with the complexities he has intro­ 
duced into life. 
A complete answer to this war-born 
pessimism cannot be framed. 
But a par- 
ial reply would be that,, ghastly though 
he recent world tragedy may have been, 
ts losses and agonies are ii: proportion 
o the expanding dimensions of civiliza­ 
tion. 
After the Napoleonic wars there 
were the same doubts concerning the fu- 
ure of the nations of Europe. 
Napoleon’s 
'wars took, proportionately, as heavy a 
oil of life and wealth in a Europe of less 
hail 200,000,000 people as the world war 
ook of a Eui*ope of 450,000,000 people. 
Jet life was simpler a hundred and twen- 
y-five years ago. 
It was much simpler 
nearly three hundred years ago when the 
hirtv years’ war laid waste a considerable 
portion of Northern Europe. 
Man has been just as destructive under 
primitive conditions as under our complex 
civilization. 
If he is the victim of his 
m n complicated machinery today, it is 
lot the fault of the machinery, altogether. 
Where the will to peace exists, peace can 
ie preserved in the radio age as easily as 
n the hunting and pastoral ages.

So for 
ears to come France and England will 
mload freight on one side of the Channel, 
tow it into boats, unload it into cars and 
laul it to its destination— a costly, waste- 
ul process— because the war loards can't 
lecide whether the tunnel would be an 
asset or a liability in time of war.

Great Britain had no occasion for send­ 
ing troops to Europe from 1815 to 1854.

manent profession. 
It is aimed to sup­

an immediate result of the new law 31 
consular agents are retired, having reach­ 
ed the age limit, 13 consular agents were 
demoted for lack of efficiency and other 
shifts made on a merit basis for the good 
of the service.

step forward in eliminating politics from 
activities which politics never helped but 
has often harmed. 
Being a foreign rep­ 
resentative of the Ignited States govern­ 
ment implies honor and responsibility.

ed, State Auditor Hackman said. 
Either the coming session of the 
general 
assembly 
must 
provide 
means for taking care of the ar- 
reage of pensions or there will have 
to be an increase in the tax. 
There was not sufficient in the 
fund to pay the full list of pensions 
for the second 
quarter 
of 
1924, 
which ended June 30. 
There are a 
total of 3,376 
blind 
pensioners in 
the state, of which there are 441 
located in the city of St. Louis. 
The tax receipts for 192S were de­ 
pleted by the legislative action in 
1923, requiring the ’’back’’ pensions 
of 1922 be paid out of the tax for 
that year. 
Had the 1922 accrued 
pensions been cared for In some 
other way the fund would have 
cared for all the blind pensions for 
the current biennial period. 
State Auditor Hackmann has sent 
out letters to pensioners advising 
there can be no more pensions paid 
until January.

Whole W heat Nut B r e a d .— Take 
two cupfuls of scalded milk, add 
one-fourth of a cupful of sugar or 
molasses, one teaspoonful of s a lt 
and when lukewarm add one yeast 
cuke, which has been softened iii 
one-fourth of a cupful of lukewarm 
w ater; add two cupfuls of wheat 
flour and 
two and three-fourths 
cupfuls of whole wheat flour, beat 
well and let rise until double its 
b u lk ; beat again, flour the board 
well and knead lightly, adding one 
cupful 
of broken walnut meats. 
Put 
into bread pans and when 
light, bake in a moderate oven. 
Southern Spoon Bread.—Pour one 
cupful of boiling w ater over one- 
half cupful of cornmeal, stir and 
cook for five minutes to keep from 
lumping. 
Add one-half teaspoon­ 
ful of snit, a tablespoonful each of 
blitter and sugar, one well-beaten 
egg and one-half cupful of milk. 
Pour into a well-buttered bak’ng 
dish and bake iu a moderate oven 
twenty minutes, letting It brown 
well before removing. 
Serve from 
the dish. 
Bran Bread.—Take four cupful? 
of bran, 
two 
cupfuls 
of whole 
wheat flour, three-fourths of a cup­ 
ful of New Orleans molasses, a 
teaspoonful each of salt and soda, 
two cupfuls of sweet milk. two 
tablespoonfuls of shortening, a few 
raisins or nuts if desired, and bake 
In a m oderate oven one hour. 
Fig Bread.—Take two cupfuls of 
light bread dough, put into a bowl 
with one-half cupful of butter, a 
pound of sugar, a cupful of milk, a 
pound each of raisins and figs, a 
teaspoonful of salt, and spices to 
teste. 
Mix and place In bread 
pans. 
The fruit should be cut fine 
and be carefully blended with the 
dough. 
Two cupfuls of flour will 
be needed. 
Bake when well risen. 
This will keep and be as good as 
most fruit cakes. 
When food is burned on to cook­ 
ing utensils, cover with soda and 
cold water, let stand for a *few 
hours, and a bit of steel wool will re­ 
move every speck.

What becomes of gold?

according to experts. 
Figures show 
that more than half of the annual out­ 
put is employed in the fine arts and 
jewelry' trade. 
Thousands of pounds 
also are used by dentists, one esti­ 
mate being that over a ton is needed 
every year for the filling of teeth. 
Then money is worn away in handling, 
this loss being placed at SI.250.OOO an­ 
nually. 
Bank of England sovereigns 
are often tested and found to have 
lost much of the original weight. Of 
the immense quantities of the precious 
metal that have been buried away in 
the earth, it is believed comparatively 
little has ever been recovered.

A Kink for Paperhangers 
When hanging wall paper on a side 
wall it ic necessary' to see the edge of 
the paper from top to bottom in order 
to get the correct lap. This is very’ 
difficult to do when wearing spec­ 
tacles, for it is impossible to see 
through them as well as with the 
naked eye. It has been found that this 
difficulty can be eliminated to a great 
extent by driving a small lath nail 
slightly into the wall on the edge of 
the paper as far from the edge as is 
necessary' to get the correct lap, and 
at a point about one-third of the 
length from the top. 
The nail can 
readily be seen and the paper hung 
against it. Only the slightest fraction 
of an inch lap is needed in lapping, 
and this lap can be rolled down so as 
to present the appearance of a perfect 
butt joint. 


The Smallest Radio Set? 


What is claimed to be the smallest, 
radio set in the world has been built 
by an amateur in Providence, R. I. 
Spurred on by accounts of what others 
had accomplished in building small' 
sets, he first built a set 2 in. long. 2 in.! 
wide, and I in. high. This containedj 
a fixed cry stal, a phone condenser, and 
a single-slide bank-wound coil.

next attempt resulted in a set 2 in. * 
long by I in. square, containing every­ 
thing but the phone condenser, which 
was discarded as unnecessary'. Slider 
bars on top of these sets permit tun­ 
ing up to 500 meters. 
Even the second was not small 
enough, so a third set was built, which 
can be covered complete^ with four 
postage stamps, one on each side. It 
is % in. in diameter and 1H in- long. 


On this set concerts broadcast within 
a radius of 20 miles can be heard dis­ 
tinctly.
